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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Although Dohjo does not mention the term "contact resistance", Dohjo suggests using the same high melting point material for the upper 
layer wiring line section. Although Dohjo does not use the same terms, the upper layer wiring line section of Dohjo has the same structure 
and perform the same function as the extended scanning line or the auxiliary extended scanning line of the instant invention. With respect 
to claims 17 and 18, according to Merriam Webster's Collegiate Dictionary, Ten Edition, one of definition of "grid" is a" network of 
conductors for distribution of power"; therefore grid like shape is not necessary to be parrallel. Also, Fig. 28 clearly shows that the 
auxiliary capacitance line 1 1 3 is parallel to the scanning line 1 1 1 . Finally, Fig. 31 shows the bundle lead 1 25 of Dohjo has the same 
structure and perform the same function as the extended auxiliary capacitance line of the instant invention. 
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
